The mother’s blood 
protects the n ewborn from con ta­ 
gious d isease, but d oesn ’t seem to 
con fer much whoopin g cough im­ 
mun ity. Up to six mon ths the baby 
d oesn ’t “catch” whoopin g cough 
because it isn ’t likely to be ex­ 
posed , but after that it is a com­ 
mon occurren ce. 
This question of exposure is the 
on e that makes the question of all 
immun ization so pertin en t just at 
the presen t time of year. Most of 
the con tagious d iseases we get in 
temperate climates come from con ­ 
tact with other human bein gs.

Whoopin g cough it on e o f the 
most d an gerous of the hazard s of 
babyhood .

I was n ot always per­ 
suad ed of this, so when I recom­ 
men d it this recommen d ation has 
the ad d ed value of a con verted 
skeptic. On e pair of bacteriolo­

Up to six months the baby j 
doesn't "catch” whooping cough I 
because it isn't likely to be ex­ 
posed, but after that it is a com- 1 
mon occurrence. 
This question of exposure is the 
one that makes the question of all 
immunization so pertinent just at 
the present time of year. Most of 
the contagious diseases we get in 
temperate climates come from con­ 
tact with other human beings. In 
tropical countries mosquitoes and 
lice and bugs of different sorts 
spread them, but here it is ninety- 
nine per cent Johnny using and 
sucking the same pencil as Egbert.

to Hobab. 
Hobab said, "I wilt not go; bu t 
I will depart to mine own land, 
and to my k indred.” 
"Come with u s. and we will do 
thee good." Moses told him. And 
fu rther, "Leave u s not, T pray 
thee; forasmu ch as thou k nowest 
how we are to encamp in the wil­ 
derness, and thou mayest be to u s 
instead of eyes." 
Hobab Go** With Them 
Hobab decided then to go with 
them, and he was rewarded in 
Canaan, althou gh the Midianites 
never were cou nted among the 
tribe? of Israel. They had God to 
lead them, it is tru e, bu t God also 
lik es folk s to help themselves, and 
a tru ated gu ide was a great help 
in the yeara of wandering in 
strange lands. 
As u su al with people when they 
leave their accu stomed homes, 
the Israelites forgot all the hard- 
ship* they had su ffered in Egypt, 
and began complaining again. The 
Lord was very tired of their dis­ 
content and sent a fire to bu m 
many of them. Moses interceded 
for them and the fire stopped, and 
Moses named the place Taberah. 
Next the Israelites began to 
complain of the manna which was 
the food the Lord had provided for 
them. They remembered the fish, 
cu cu mbers and melons of their 
days in Egypt, forgetting with 
what

companied 
Even Moses, patient 
man that he was. was displeased 


with them then. In his tu rn he 
complained to the Lord that he 
had been carrying the bu rden of 
this dissatisfied and trying people 
on his own shou lders and he ask ed 
that he be given help or be al­ 
lowed to perish. 
The Lord told him to gather 70 
of the leaders, and He wou ld give 
them the divine spirit so they 
cou ld share Mosca’ bu rdens. Josh­ 
u a, one of Moses’ helpers, com­ 
plained that two you ng men also 
seemed to have been given the di­ 
vine spirit and were prophesying 
abou t the camp. Moses chided him 
and tsk ed lf he was enviou s of 
these two? "Wou ld God that all 
the Lord* people were prophets, 
and that the Lord wou ld pu t His 
sp irit u pon 
them!" 
Moses ex­ 
claimed. 
Promises Meat 
Tile Lord promised that the 
Israelites wou ld soon eat flesh as 
they so mu ch desired. They wou ld 
have so mu ch it wou ld become 
loathsome to them. A great wind 
then arose and brou ght qu ails 
from the sea, so many that in 
some places they were piled two 
feet high arou nd the camp. The 
people ru shed ou t and gathered a1! 
day, all night and the next day. 
They 
evidently 
began 
to eat 
greedily, too, 
o f the flesh, for 
"while the flesh was yet between 
their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the wrath of the Lord was k indled 
against the people, and the Lord 
smote the people with a very 
great plagu e.” Many perished and 
were bu ried at this place, w'hlch 
was called Kibrothhattaavah in 
memory of these bu rials. 
Now’, of all people, Miriam and 
Aaron, Moses’ sister and brother, 
began to speak against Moses. 
They u sed ss an excu se that he 
had married an Ethiopian wom­ 
an, bu t really it was jealou sy be­ 
cau se Moses was so favored by 
the Lord and choaen leader over 
them. "Hath the Lord 
indeed 
spok en only by Moses ? Hath He 
not spok en also by u s?” they ar­ 
gu ed. The Lord heard what they 
said, and as Moses was the meek ­ 
est of men, the Lord spak e su d­ 
denly to all three and told them 
to come to the tabernacle. There 
He told them that Moses indeed 
was His chosen servant, and He 
wou ld speak with him "mou th to 
mou th." He was very angry at 
Miriam and Aaron, and when the 
clou d from which He was speak ­ 
ing lifted, lo, Miriam was white 
from head to toe with leprosy.

The cloud of 
the Lord was with them and halt­ 
ed in the wilderness of Paran. 
Look on the map and see where 
this w ilderness was 
Tribe by tribe the people went 
on their way, led by the tribe of 
Judah, the tribe from which David 
and the kings and from which the 
Lord Jesus Christ came. Each 
tribe had its leader, and the Ark 
of the Tabernacle went with them. 
Moses approached Hobab. the 
Midiamte. who had accompanied 
the

tribe He asked Hobab to go with 
them and show them the way to 
Canaan, because that rough and 
difficult country was well known 
to Hobab. 
Hobab said, “I will not go, but 
I will depart to mine own land, 
and to my kindred.” 
“C'-me with us. and we will do 
thee good.” Moses told him. And 
further, “Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest 
how we are to encamp in the wil­ 
derness. and thou mavest be to us 
instead of eyes.” 
Hobab Goes With Them 
Hobab decided then to go with 
them, and he was rewarded In 
Canaan, although the Midianites 
never were counted among the 
tribes of Israel. They had God to 
lead them, it is true, but God also 
likes folk* to help themselves, and 
a trusted guide wa* a great help 
in the years of wandering in 
strange lands. 
As usual with people when they 
leave their accustomed 
homes, 
the Israelites forgot all the hard­ 
ships they had suffered in Egypt, 
and began complaining again The 
Lord was very tired of their dis­ 
content and sent a fir# to bum 
many of them. Moses interceded 
for them and the fir# etopped. and 
Moses named the piac* Taberah. 
Next the Israelites began to 
complain o f the manna which was 
the food the Lord had provided for 
them. They remembered the fish. 
cucumbers and melons of their 
days in Egypt, forgetting with 
what 
suffering th 'y were ac­ 
companied 
Even Moses, patient 
man that he was, was displeased 


with them then, In his turn he 
complained to the Lord that he 
had been carrying the burden of 
this dissatisfied and trying people 
on hi# ow n shoulders and he asked 
that he be given help or be al­ 
lowed to perish. 
The Lord told him to gather 70 
of the leaders, and He would give 
them the divine spirit so they 
could share Moses’ burdens. Josh­ 
ua, one of Moses' helpers, com­ 
plained that two young men also 
seemed to have been given the di­ 
vine spirit and were prophesying 
shout th# camp Moses chided him 
and asked if he was envious of 
these two? “Would God that all 
the Lord’* people were prophets, 
and that the Lord would put Hi* 
spirit upon them!” 
Moses ex­ 
claimed. 
Promises Meat 
Tile Lord promised that the 
Israelites would soon eat flesh a* 
they so much desired. They would 
have so much It would become 
loathsome to them A great wind 
then arose and brought quails 
from the sea. so many that in 
aome places they were piled two 
feet high around the camp. The 
people rushed out and gathered all 
day. all night and the next day. 
They 
evidently 
began 
to eat 
greedily, too. of the flesh, for 
“while the flesh was yet between 
their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the wrath of the Lord was kindled 
against the people, and the Lord 
smote the people with a very 
great plague.” Many perished and 
were buried at this place, which 
was called Kibrothhattaavah in 
memory of these burials. 
Now, of all people, Miriam and 
Aaron, Moses' sister and brother, 
began to speak against Moses. 
They used as an excuse that he 
h id married an Ethiopian wom­ 
an, but really It was jealousy be­ 
cause Moses was so favored by 
the Lord and chosen leader over 
them. “Hath the Lord Indeed 
spoken only by Moses? Hath He 
not spoken also by us?” they ar­ 
gued. The Lord heard what they 
said, and ss Moses was the meek­ 
est of men, the Lord spake sud­ 
denly to all three and told them 
to come to the tabernacle. There 
He told them that Mosea indeed 
was His chosen servant, and He 
would apeak with him “mouth to 
mouth.”
